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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS(s), filed 1/9/08, 10/26/04, has/have been considered in full. 

Oath/Declaration

Drawings

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 and 1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
claims are replete with objectionable language. The following are examples: Claim 1, 
line 1 , "tooth" should be -teeth-. Claim 1 , line "at least one of gears" needs to be re- 
worded. Claim 1 1 , "pattern" should be -patterns-. Please review the claims in their 
entirety. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

The following are examples of indefinite language: 

Claim 1 , "at least one end part" is indefinite since it is not clear where the crowning is 
required. 

Claim 1, "at least one of gears" is indefinite since it lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim 1, "each other" is indefinite since it is not clear there is more than one gear. 
The claims are replete with alternative language, for example, Claim 2, lines 3 and 4, 
"or" is indefinite since it is not clear which is required. 

Claim 3, "arbitrarily" is indefinite since it is not clear how the parts are selected. 
Claim 3, "the other gear" lacks antecedent basis. 
The claims must be reviewed in their entirety. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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10. Claims 1-13, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mentley (2,346,266) 

Mentley shows the claimed invention where a gear has crowning on different surfaces 
of the gear tooth (as seen in figures 2-6); these figures show that depending on the 
placement of the crowning, different results will be achieved. It is well established that 
Crowned Gears are necessary for applications where noise is a concern. Crowning gear 
teeth reduces noise by alleviating misalignment through either assembly or thrust 
problems. 



1 1 . Claims 14-20, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Moeri et al. (6,632,052). 

Moeri et al. shows the claimed method where a crowned gear is made by cutting 
and the gear is crowned so that the tooth bearing can be corrected in length crowning 
and in depth crowning in order to achieve the most cost-effective running 
characteristics.
